One of these in particular was 
that of Frank Beardsley, who lives 
about four miles northwest of here. 
He paid us in advance for the notice 
and we sent his papers in from here 
to tile St Cloud office. 
Not hearing 
anything about the matter we wrote 
to the register of tho land office and 
received an answer that no record 
was kept of such things and to send 
in another notice, which we did. 
In 
the meantime we discovered that the 
notice was being run in the columns 
of the Brainerd Journal. 
And yet 
Brainerd is six tune.- farther than 
Motley from the land. 
We are not 
making war on the St. Cloud land 
officers; they may have the right to 
send notices for publication to others 
than those designated by the settler; 
we give the above becuano ;t is a fact 
so easily proven that neither the 
democratic papers nor the St. Cloud 
land officers will deny it.

of postmaster. 
It is very true that 
no business man would set aside a 
good clerk liecanse of his politics; 
neither would he hold a poor clerk 
| and let his business suffer liecanse of 
I the politics in the case. 
To allow a 
postmaster to serve out his term who 
does not put in an apjtearance at his 
! office more than once in several weeks 
or who sits at his business several 
squares away and uianages the |» ost- 
office with women and boys, has no 
merit in it to win the approval of any 
| community. 
To Is* sure the depart­ 
ment does not expect to please every­ 
body any more than we expect to j 
hunt up tfie people who make falsi* i 
statements about mot hod* of proceed- j 
ure here in order to give explana- j 
tions. 
It frequently com**« to our i 
knowledge that ¡tost masters are say- j 
t ing that they do not expect to remain 
long, and it is no matter ef interest 
to them to attend any longer to the 
office for the few months of their un- 
I expired term. 
In many cases post­ 
masters have returned to their bnsi 
, ness occupation and allow their offices 
to drift. 
It would seem to be better 
for the good of the people if these 
people would resign instead of wait­ 
ing to have complaints lodged against 
them and then Is* removed by the de­ 
partment. 
The |» eople who are draw­ 
ing their pay from the government 
ought to be compelled to give faithf il 
service or resign, and if they do neith­ 
er. the department will recommend 
their removal, no matter how much 
criticism and misapprehension of the 
fact may lie maiL

From The Glenwood Minneeottan:— 
Well, Glen wood has opened the 
door of the destiny which awaits 
her—tho it would bo more truthful 
to say that Brainerd pulled the latch- 
string. 
Her excursion last Saturday 
was the first of its character that the 
Glen has had; but the chrysalis 
broken, the incomparable charms of 
the Glen will refuse longer to rest 
obscurely in their encircling bluffs. 
The sun ros~ with his usual majesty 
Saturday morning, on t ime, and with 
its game eye open for “warm meals 
at all hours.” 
Everybody about the 
Glen was transformed into a flag 
station, and waited to hear the 4 
o’clock morning gun go off at Brain- 
erd. 
At 10:15 the first contingent arrived. 
Ten cars wheeled up to the depot, 
and 110 wagons, etcetera, waited the 
coming. 
The Glen wood Brass Band 
mounted a freight car with their hair 
combed and their mother’s blessing, 
and tewted a resounding welcome.

Brainerd sent down as tine a class 
of people as ever saddled a steam 
horse and pickmcked abroad.

Why It Is Done. 
Postmaster General Wanamaker 
has been interviewed in regard to the 
critizens on the numerous post-office 
removals and says: 
“Yes, it always has been so, and al­ 
ways will be so until it becomes the 
custom of the government to publish 
the actual reasons for these changes. 
In many instances they are upon in­ 
spectors’ reports, which, if published, 
would destroy the future of the man 
and leave a shadow upon his family. 
| For the same reason no information 
is given to the public on removals, or 
j causes of removal, where there is no 
inspector’s report, but affidavits filed 
by the people, which in themselves 
are sufficient to put the department 
under severe criticism if removals are 
promptly made. 
“There has often been much criti­ 
cism, simply because of the jxditics 
involved, when the sole cause of the 
removal has been drunkenness, neg­ 
lect of duty, and clearly proved un­ 
fitness to hold the iin{>oriant office 
of postmaster. 
It is very true that 
no business man would set aside a 
good clerk because of his politics; 
neither would he hold a poor clerk 
and let his business suffer Because of 
the "politics in the case. 
To allow a 
postmaster to serve out his term who 
does not put in an apj»earance at his 
office more than once m several weeks 
or who sits at his business several 
squares away and manages the i>ost- 
ollice with women and boys, has no 
merit in it to win the approval of any 
community. 
To lie sure the depart­ 
ment does not eijiect to please every­ 
body any more than we expect to 
hunt up the people h f»o make false 
statements afxmt methods of proceed- 
ure here in order to give explana­ 
tions. 
It frequently comes to our 
knowledge that jiost masters are say­ 
ing that they' do not expect to remain 
long, and it is no matter of interest 
to them to attend any longer to the 
office for the few months of their un- 
ex pi red term. 
In many cases post­ 
masters have returned to their oiisi- 
ness occupation and allow their offices 
to drift. 
It would seem to be better 
for the good of the people if these 
people would resign instead of wait­ 
ing to have complaints lodged against 
them and then 1m* removed by the de­ 
partment. 
Thf* people who are draw­ 
ing their pay from the government 
ought to be compelled togivefaitbf ll 
service or resign, and if they do neith­ 
er. the department will recommend 
their removal, no matter how much 
criticism and misapprehension of the 
fact may be mado

“There is no article of commerce 
that varies more widely in its market 
price than whalebone,” said a New 
York dealer to a lejioiier recuntiy, ;in 
January it may sell for two dollars a 
pound and in the following June for 
live 
dollars a jjounti. Twenty-five 
years ago the price was scventy-liv© 
cents a pound. It varies in price ac­ 
cording to the catch, ami this in turn 
depends upon the luck of the sailors. 
If they find the whaling grounds closed 
by ice, meet with a shipwreck, or for 
aiiy re&iou fail to oatch whales the 
price goes up. This makes it a very 
speculative business and we can never 
tell what our stock is worth until 
hear of tho Catcn.** 
“What part does whalebone ehiefh 
come from?” 
“The tnniu supply is brought from 
the North Pacific whalers and comes in, 
in November. 
A smaller quantity 
fomes from the South Sea and arrives 
about June. Now and then a small 
supply comes from 
Davis 
Straits 
and 
Hudson 
Bav. 
Whales 
are 
cnught there at all seasons of the 
year, and the hone coming to New 
York is apl tp disturb the price 
Manv years ago it was the custom of 
whaling captains, when out of stores 
to stop at some Pacific port and ex­ 
change some of their whalebone for 
the necessary supplies and in this way 
smaller lots would come in and trouble 
the market. Ships are now so thor­ 
oughly supplied that there is no longer 
any need of continuing this practice. 
The supply comes from New Bod ford 
and San Francisco, which are the great 
whaling point j qf thl$ cquntry. 
^ 
groat amount used to come from Nan­ 
tucket. but the shallowness of its har­ 
bor and the greater convenience of 
New Bedford drove its trade away. 
On board ship the slaps of whalebone, 
as they are termed in mercantile 
phrase, are done up in bundles of 
wbout twn hundred pounds each, and 
are sent to the market in that shape.' 
In cutting up whalebone there is a loss 
of about twenty per cent, on the raw 
material. The hair is worth ten cents 
a pound for mixing with horse-hair for 
upholstering purposes, and it is some­ 
times used in the manufacture ol

spectors’ reports, which, if pul 
would destroy the future or the man 
and leave a shadow upon his family. 
For the same reason no information 
is given to the public on removals, or 
causes of removal, where there is no 
inspector’s report, but affidavits filed 
by the people, which in themselves 
are sufficient to put the department 
under severe criticism if removals are 
promptly made. 
‘‘There has often been much criti­ 
cism, simply because of the politics 
involved, when the sole cause of the 
removal has been drunkenness, neg­ 
lect of duty, and clearly proved un­ 
fitness to bold the important office 
of postmaster. It is very true that 
no business man would set aside a 
good clerk because of his politics; 
neither would he hold a poor clerk 
arid let his business suffer Because of 
the politics in the case. 
To allow a 
postmaster to serve out his term who 
does not put in an apparance at his 
office more than once in several weeks 
or who sits at his business several 
squares away and manages the post­ 
office with women and boys, has no 
merit in it to win the approval of any 
community. 
To lie sure the depart­ 
ment does not ex(>ect to please every­ 
body any more than we expect to 
hunt up the i>«ople who make false 
statements afxiut met hods of proeeed- 
ure here in order to give explana­ 
tions. 
It frequently comes to our 
knowledge that i*>st-masters are say­ 
ing that they do not expect to remain 
long. and it is no matter cf interest 
to them to attend any longer to the 
office for the few months of their un­ 
expired term. In many cases post­ 
masters have returned to their nosi­ 
ness occupation and allow their offices 
to drift. 
It would seem to be better 
for the good of the people if these 
people would resign instead of wait­ 
ing to have complaints lodged against 
them and then Is* removed by the de­ 
partment. The jieople who are draw­ 
ing their pay from the government

January it may -ell for two dollars a 
pound and in the following June for 
rive 
dollars a pound. Twenty-five 
years ago tho price was seventy-live 
cent- a pound. It varies in price ac­ 
cording to the catch, and this in turn 
depends upon the luck of the sailor^. 
If they find the whaling grounds closed 
bv ice, meet with a shipwreck, or for 
Hiiv rctuou fail to oaten whales the 
price goe* up. 
This makes It a very 
vpceulative business and we can never 
tell what our stock is worth until 
hear of the eaten.’* 
“What part does whalebone chiefly 
come from?” 
“The main supply is brought from 
the North Pacific whalers and comes in, 
in November. 
A smaller quantity 
fomes from the South Sea and arrives 
about June. Now and then a small 
supply comes 
from Davis 
Straits 
and 
Hudson 
Bav. 
Whales 
are 
caught there at all seasons of the 
year. and the 
hone coming to New 
York is apt tp disturb the price. 
Many years age it was the custom al 
whaling captains, when out of stores 
to stop at some Pacific port and ex­ 
change some of their whalebone for 
the necessary supplies and in this way 
smaller lots would come in and trouble 
the market. Ships are now so thor­ 
oughly supplied that there is no longer 
any need of continuing this practice. 
The supply comes from New Bod ford 
and San Francisco, which are the great 
whaling pom ta of thl$ country. 
4 
great amount used to come from Nan­ 
tucket, but the shallowness of its har­ 
bor and the greater convenience of 
New Bedford drove its trade away. 
On board ship the slaps of whalebone, 
as they are termed in mercantile 
phrase, are done up in bundles of 
shout two hundred poqnffs caph. 
are sent to the market in that shape.’ 
In cutting up whalebone there is a loss 
of about twenty £er cent. on the raw 
material. The hair is worth ten cents 
a pound for mixing with horse-hair for 
npholstering purposes, and it is some­

CAI SKI) BY A WASHOUT. 


Frkriitful Afddent to s Crowded Passenger T rain 
in Y irgiuls. 
Lyncbburo. Va.. Ju:y 2 .—A fearful acci 
d* nt, by which m any Jives were lost and a 
large, number of people injured, occurred on 
the Norfolk Jk Western railroad early this 
morning, one m ile w est of Flaxton’s sw itch 
and thirty-one m iles w est of this city. 
Rain 
had been falling alm ost continuously and 
very heavily for tw enty-four hours, sw elling 
tbe m ountain stream* greatlv beyond their 
normal state. 
Several 
train* had passed 
over tue road during th® night, and it was 
thougiit that the liue was safe for traffic, 
notw ithstanding the rams, aud that no dan­ 
ger need be apprehended. 
At the place ot 
the accident, however, the water bad under­ 
mined tho roadbed and caused a washout 
about eighty feet long and fifty feet wide. 
The water at this point wa* eight to ton feet 
deep. Into this gulch the engine went, while 
raniiing at the rate of thirty m iles an hour, 
carrying with it the tender and eight cars. 
A* the engine struck the bottom the rushing 
of the water Into the locom otive exploded 
the boiler. 
This fact grearly augm ented 
the horror of the catastrophe. 
Debris was 
thrown in every direction by tbe force of the 
explosion, injuring som e of tbose ou the 
train by the flying fragm ents and scattering 
firebrands which ignited the wood work of 
the coaches. 
The flames spread and de­ 
stroyed a large am ount of mall and expr* *s 
m atter, besides driving consternation to tbe 
already terror stricken 
passengers. 
It is 
supposed that som e of the passengers w* re 
unable to extricate them selves from the 
wreck and were consum ed in the 11 une«, but 
It is difficult to get accurate information. 
The m ost reliable estim ate of the u urn her of 
oereous killed places it at betw een tw enty- 
five and thirty. 
The number of wounded 
will be far in excess of the num ber killed. 
Thirty of the wounded have neen taken to 
Roanoke, thirty to Buford-tville and fifty to 
L: berty.

given by the medical experts and from the 
testim on y adduced by them th** bones could 
hu\ra been broken, and probably were, by 
greM violence, w hich could have been caused 
by Combs being throw n violently on the 
floor and n person falling upon him with Ids 
knees, but it is m ore likely to have been done 
in the m anner stated by Date.

Frlvlit fill AvHflent to rn Crowded Passenger Train 
in Virginia. 
L y n chburg. Va.. J u y 2 .—A fearful acci 
den t, by w hich m any liv es w ere lost and a 
large num ber of people injured, occurred on 
the Norfolk A W estern railroad early this 
m orning, one m ile w est o f F ia x to n ’s sw itch 
arid thirty-one m iles w est of th is city. 
Rain 
had been fallin g alm ost con tin u ou sly rind 
very heavily tor tw en ty-four hours, sw ellin g 
the m ountain stream * greatly beyond their 
norma! state. 
Several 
train* had passed 
over the road during the night, and it w as 
th ou gh t that the lin e w as safe for traffic, 
notw ith stan d in g the ram s, aud that no d an­ 
ger need be apprehended. 
At the place of 
the accident, how ever, th e w ater bad under­ 
m ined the roadbed and caused a w ashout 
about eig h ty feet lon g aud fifty feet wide. 
The w a ’er at this point w as eigh t to ten feet 
deep. Info this gu lch th e en gin e w ent, w hile 
ru n n ing a t the rate of thirty m iles an hour, 
carrying w ith it the tender and eigh t cars. 
As the en g in e struck the bottom the rushing 
of the w ater into the lo co m o tiv e exp lod ed 
the boiler, 
This fa ct greatly au gm en ted 
the horror of the catastrophe. 
D ebris was 
throw n in every direction by the force of the 
t jtlJ 
explosion, injuring so m e o f those on the 
train by the tiyin/g fragm ents and scatterin g 
firebrands w hich ignite/! th e w ood work of 
the coaches.

Too much corn meal often causes 
chicken cholera. 
Cattle should be fed when they 
want something to eat. If fed reg 
ularly they will come regularly. 
Sell only clean 
eggs. If soiled, 
wash in vinegar and water and be 
sure to do this the day they are laid. 
An acre of land devoted to small 
fruits will often give a larger return 
than five acres devoted to grain. 
Sheep th a t have plenty of exercise 
will grow’ a longer staple ot wool 
than they would if kept closely con­ 
fined. 
It is said th at rags saturated with 
kerosene 
and fastened in a split 
stick th a t has been driven into the 
squash, melon and cucumber hills, 
w ill keep bugs off. 
The Worden grape is becoming 
quite as popular as the Concord. It 
is earlier th at the latter, hardy, and 
fruitful to a degree which will please 
any one who tries it. 
A tem perature ofabout 65 degrees, 
or a little above, appears to l>e the 
best for churning whole milk sweet, 
but the usual tem perature employed 
is from 60 to 65 degrees. 
Butter a t JO cents pays a good 
profit to the producer, but there is a 
wide range between 16 cents for poor 
and 40 cents tor good butter, when 
it takes as much cream to make one 
as the other. 
In m arketing your fattened hogs 
they will bring better prices when 
assorted in lots of uniform sizes. The 
brood sow s should be bred as near 
together as possible th at the pigs 
may have an even start. 
The pig man should mukeit a point 
to compel young pigs to take exer­ 
cise on cold and chilly days, as they 
will lie and sleep too much, getting 
too fat. 
This compelling exercises 
should l>e attended to till the pigs 
are a t least five weeks old. 
It a farmer buys ahorse and makes 
no inquiries as to its soundness or 
quietness, and the seller makes no 
statem ents in regard to these quali­ 
ties, and the animal turns out to l>e 
stone blind, or to be such an inveter­ 
ate kicker th a t he is practically use­ 
less, the purchaser m ust stand the 
loss, and cannot hill back on the sell­ 
er lor damages.—E. 1*. Kendrick. 
Old gardeners recommended a gen­ 
tle pressure with the toot around the 
newly planted tree, but more recent 
experiments have dem onstrated th at 
the soil a t such times should be 
tram ped as firm as possible. This 
is really one of the most valuable dis­ 
coveries of modern times, and may 
be applied to every departm ent of 
plant culture, even to seeds when 
committed to the soil. 
The “Rockford Register" gives the 
condition of a contented farmer in 
th at p art of Iowa: “ He had to feed 
squealing hogs tlins* times a day, 
milk kicking heifers, get bes pate red 
with milk, and bunted sore, teaching 
contrary calves to suck,and had one 
everlasting round of chores to do, 
whick kept him t ied right a t homo 
365 days in the year.” 
Our improved modern pigs are the 
result of the infusion of Chinese and 
Siamese blood with the pigs of Fng- 
land and Ireland of 100 years ago. 
The Chester Whites and Poland-Uhi- 
nas of this country are not thorough­ 
bred in the strict sense of the term, 
th at is, they do not always repro­ 
duce their ancestors. The Poland- 
China is the Itest one for the practic­ 
al farmer.—Edward Burnett. 
Too milch corn is used bv poultry 
men, and not. enough wheat, oats, 
barley, middlings, bran and green 
food. Clover rowen for winter use is 
valuable owing to the large percent­ 
age of albumen it contains. 
Variety 
of food is essential to the well-being 
and productiveness of fowls. The 
composition of eggs requires variet y 
ot m aterial, and these constituents 
are tound in plain and cheap tool of 
one kind or another. 
Armour says if he can make the 
tongue of a beef animal lie is satis­ 
fied. A tongue sells to dealers a t 
about 40 cents, which is not much in 
itself, but when 5,500 cattle are 
killed in a day as at Chicago, the 
profit a t th at rate would lie $1,400. 
Armour probably kills daily a t his 
several packing houses ten times 
th at number. How then could our 
farmers eonq>ete with such aconcern.

Grafting-wax is made of wax, three 
parts, tallow three parts, and rosin 
three parts. These are melted to ­ 
gether in an iron vessel, kept for the 
purpose, at as low a tem perature as 
will serve. It may be applied with a 
brush to wounds. 
When used for 
grafting it is more convenient on 
cloth. Old cotton, calico, or other 
fabric th at will tear readily is torn 
into strips, made into rolls, soaked 
in th** hot wax until it is thorough­ 
ly saturated, drain off the excess of 
wax, and w hen cool is ready for use, 
The Scientific Farm er estimates 
the value of hen manure from grain- 
fed fowls a t $2 per hundred pounds, 
the valuable constituents being ni­ 
trogen, phosphoric acid, and potash, 
and says it may be fairly compared 
with ammoniated superphosphates, 
w hich it resembles in composition, 
with the addition of a little potash. 
Its comparison with Peruvianguanur 
is not warranted, since, though both 
are excrements of birds, their food is 
entirely different, being in one case 
fish, in the other grain.

Disease germs lurk in appar­ 
ently clean corners, for they are not 
of elephantine proportions. 
A house wife who tried placing a 
sheet-iron cover, old kettle or tin pan, 
over flatirons while heating, tells 
“The Michigan Farm er” she “was 
surprised th at it took so little tire to 
keep them hot.”

To purify a room set a pitcher of 
water in tho apartm ent and in a few 
hours it will have absorbed nearly 
all the respired gases in the room, the 
air of which will have become purer, 
but the water utterly filthy. The 
colder the water the greater tlie 
capacity to contain these gases. At 
the ordinary tem perature a pail of 
water will absorb a pint of carbonic 
acid gas and several pints of am ­ 
monia.

tenqierature of ice. Hence the water 
keptiu a room fora while is unfit to 
use.

Typhoid Fever in Children. 
This disease assumes so m any'feat­ 
ures in children different from the 
features commonly present in adults 
th a t it is more than probable that 
m any cases are never pronounced 
typhoid iii which the disease is really 
present 
In children the fever is 
usually much higher than in adults, 
especially a t the commencement of 
the attack. The prominence of head 
sym ptom s often leads to the sup­ 
position th a t the child is suffering 
from some brain disorder, when the 
disease is really typhoid. The diet 
of a child suffering from this disease. 
as in the case of adults, should be 
wholly liquid in character. Milk is 
one of the most suitable of all articles 
of diet for these* cases. 
It should be 
boiled huff un hour l>efore feeding. 
The best addition to milk is some 
farinaceous preparation which has 
linen partially digested by long ex­ 
posure to lieut. Granola is an ex­ 
cellent preparation of this sort A 
substitute which is of alm ost equal 
value is well browned to^st which 
has been ground in a coffee mill and 
then boiled in milk for half tin hour. 
For lowering the tem perature, tie r** 
is no le tte r means than frequent 
bathing. 
W hen the surface is hot. 
the bath should la* cool, cold, or 
tepid, as the tem perature may indi­ 
cate. 
If the surface is cool while t he 
tem perature as indicated by the ther­ 
mometer is high, the fever may be 
best controlled by the employment 
of warm baths, which lower the tem- 
perature by relaxing the mpillaries 
of the skin, arni than bring the blood 
to the surface to be cooled by evap­ 
oration.—Good Health.

Some of them do so 
still, and m any of those w hich insure 
women exact higher rates from the 
wife than from the husband. This is 
always accounted for on the ground 
of her special dangers in child-bear­ 
ing, but after all statistics go to 
show th at the woman’s expectation 
ol life ut any age is greater than the 
m ans. 
Child-bearing and unhealth­ 
ful clothing are not enough to off-set 
liquor, tobacco and the accidents to 
which the man s more active life ex­ 
poses him. 
Some companies are taking these 
things into account and areeven em­ 
ploying women physicians to examine 
women applicants and so prom ote a 
interest in insurance am ong them. 
New York has one insurance com­ 
pany which has l>een in existanee 
some years, whose president, secre­ 
ta ry and incorporators all are wom­ 
en. and which finds its business chief­ 
ly am ong self-supporting 
women, 
most of whom have others dejiend- 
ent on their earnings.
